“I will endeavor to assume a neutral 
position in the matter, as I do not want 
to go against the interests of Bloom¬ 
field, nor do I want to be opposed to 
the interests of Orange, East. Orange 
and Mountclair.” 

Mr. Sadler said that he had also 
written to Senator Colgate in regard to 
the matter and had pointed out that 
not only was Bloomfield interested in the 
bill, but also Belleville and Nutley resi¬ 
dents were unanimous for it, and fur¬ 
ther pointed out that while some of 
the officials of Montclair and East Or¬ 
ange were opposed to the bill, that did 
not apply to the people of those muni¬ 
cipalities, many of whom were opposed 
to the Imhoft plan of sewage disposal.
